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Rev. Francis G. Penzotti 


HE Rev. Francis G. Penzotti will long 

be known as one of the outstanding 
pioneer missionaries of Latin America. For 
fifty years and more he was a shining light, 
illuminating many individual souls, and many 
homes and many com- 
munities. He was like 
an incandescent light, 
shining because of his 
unbroken — connection 
with the source of spir- 
itual light, even Him 
who is “The Light of 
the World.” 

On july= 24, 1925; 
from his home in 
Buenos Aires he passed 
to his “eternal home.” 
He leaves behind him a 
beloved wife, who has 
shared all these fifty 
years of service; and a 
large family of sons and 
daughters given to them 
by their heavenly 
Father, who “rise up 
and call them blessed.” 
sHis son Paul has fol- 
lowed in his father’s 
footsteps, and on the 
retirement of his father, 
because of years and 
the burdens which came 
upon him as a result of 
consecrated traveling in 
all sorts and out-of-the- 
way places, was ap- 
pointed the Secretary of the La Plata Agency 
to succeed his father. 

Every field in Central and South Americas, 
with the exception of Brazil, knew his untir- 
ing and devoted service to his Master. His 
name will be a household name in the homes of 
the lowly and in many homes of those in high 
station in these countries. He was a Christian 
gentleman. He had a self-forgetting charm 
about him, and he had the advantage which 
always comes to the pioneer. 

Mr. Penzotti’s life was filled with romance. 


FRANCIS G. 


Born on the 26th of September, 1851, “‘at the 
foot of the mountains in the north of Italy and 
to the south of Switzerland,’ bereft of his 
father at the age of six, twice delivered from 
tragic death, first by asphyxiation from a 
charcoal stove and later 
by freezing while lost 
in a snowstorm on the 
mountains, at the age 
of thirteen he was per- 
suaded by an_ older 
brother and sister to 
accompany them on a 
trip to South America. 

After a most affect- 
ing parting from his 
mother, whom he was 
never to see again, he 
set sail for Uruguay. 
Of this parting he says: 
“Although in those 
times it cost me a great 
deal to separate myself 
from those loving arms, 
—a farewell I shall 
never forget,—I thank 
my heavenly Father 
that he actuated me to 
undertake the journey.” 

From the time of his 
arrival at Montevideo, 
to use his own words, 
his “world centered 
there.’ At twenty he 
married and at twenty- 
one became the father 
Gi his shrst. childeara. 
daughter, now Mrs. Romulo Williams. 

Mr. Penzotti was brought up in the Roman 
Catholic Church, and continued as an adherent 
of that faith until he was twenty-five years of 
age. At about that time, at a dance which he 
attended with a group of young companions, 
a representative of the American Bible Society 
offered Scriptures for sale. Without under- 
standing their nature, but not wishing to give 
offence, he purchased one of the little books 
and put it in his pocket. A few days later, upon 
looking it over, he became interested in its 
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contents, and read it through carefully. This 
was the beginning of his spiritual awakening. 

Soon after, more from curiosity than in- 
terest, he attended service in a theater, which 
was the only place in Montevideo where the 
evangelical gospel was preached at that time, 
and which later became the Temple of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Here he listened 
to a sermon from the text “Come unto me all 
ye that labor and are heavy laden, and | will 
give you rest.” From this time on he and his 
wife, who shared his interest in the new faith, 
became actively engaged in the work of the 
newly organized evangelical church of Monte- 
video. 

Mr. Penzotti was a member of the first com- 
mission of fourteen young men sent out two 
by two to hold meetings and visit families in 
different parts of the city and its suburbs. His 
companion on these visits was Mr. Andrew 
Milne, Agency Secretary of the American Bible 
Society, and the friendship here begun was to 
last throughout the life of these two men. 

In March, 1879, Mr. Penzotti for the first 
time crossed the limits of the city of Monte- 
video and separated himself from his family 
when he was sent as an evangelist to the Wai- 
densian Colony, at the request of some mem- 
bers who preferred to hear the preaching of 
the gospel in Spanish, After two months’ 
service he was invited to bring his family ae 
establish himself as the pastor of the Wal 
densian Church. Here he remained until th 
end of 1886. 

During the latter part of his pastorate he 
had a dream which he interpreted as a call to 
larger service. In this dream he appeared to 
be speaking to a small gathering of people, 
when, lifting up his eyes, he saw a great multi- 
tude and he said to himself, “I am speaking 
so softly that the people cannot hear me.” 

A few days later, when he took his daughter 
to Rosario de Santa Fe to begin her studies at 
the North American College there, he had op- 
portunity to preach in that city and in other 
places in the province and that of Fntre Rios. 
Writing of this experience, he says: “A new 
horizon began to be spread before me, and each 
step that I took was a preparation for a larger 
work, that took me farther and farther away 
from the little corner where I had been work- 
ing, and from which I had thought I would 
never move. But in everything the hand of 
God was guiding us.’ 

In 1883, Mr. Milne and Mr. Penzotti, the 
former as a representative of the American 
Bible Society and the latter as an evangelist, 
started on a journey which was to take them 
to the Pacific coast. Of that journev and 
others which followed it, this veteran pioneer 
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missionary could say with Paul: “I take 
pleasure 1n infirmities, in reproaches, in necessi- 
ties, in persecutions, in distresses, for Christ’s 
sake.” 

He suffered from the unhealthful tropical 
climate, the rare atmosphere of the high alti- 
tudes, the fogs and dampness of the valleys 
and lowlands. Sometimes he slept on a bed in 
the home of a missionary, frequently on a mat 
in a native hut, and once “spent a miserable 
night on a board.” Sometimes he received a 
cordial welcome, but more often his appearance 
in a town gave rise to bitter persecution. He 
was followed through the streets by jeering 
crowds. The buil dings in which services were 
held were frequently ‘stoned. On one occasion 
the church was padlocked by a fanatical priest 
while service was in progress, and the audience 
was released only when a Christian sym- 
pathizer, who had been delayed in reaching the 
place of meeting, arrived with a key which 
fitted the lock. 

Twice he was imprisoned for no other cause 
than preaching the gospel and distributing the 
Scriptures,—once for a period of nineteen days, 
and again for eight months and two days. His 
release from this latter imprisonment was 
eel the result of an article published in the 
New York Herald and written by Mr. E. E. 
Olcott, of New York City, who had visited him 
in prison and interested himself in behalf of 
Mr. Penzotti and the cause he so valiantly 
represented. 

In 1892, Mr. Penzotti was appointed Agency 
Secretary of the American Bible Society in 
charge of the work in Central America and 
the Isthmus of Panama. In 1908, upon the 
death of his friend and co-worker, Mr. Andrew 
Murray Milne, he succeeded him as Secretary 
of the La Plata Agency of the American Bible 
Society, with headquarters in Buenos Aires. 
After fourteen years of service in this capacity, 
he resigned, in 1922, and was succeeded by his 
son Paul. Although he relinquished his active 
duties as a Secretary of the Society, he con- 
tinued to make his home in Buenos Aires and 
his interest in the work of Bible distribution 
continued to the very end. 

Mr. Penzotti lived to see many remarkable 
results of his seed sowing. On one occasion, 
as he landed at Antofagasta on the Pacific 
coast, a postman recognized him and, calling: 
him by name, told him of a certain woman in 
the city who was very anxious eo see him, 
Visiting the woman in her | 
how, twenty years before br she was) 
eighteen and a teacher in a small school, she) 
had heard him preach and had purchased a New 
Testament from him. She had since married; 
her husband was a Christian, and they were

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bringing up their five children in the Christian 
faith. 

Mr, Penzotti, as was said at the beginning, 
possessed striking spiritual qualities, which 
made him beloved by persons in all ranks, and 
caused him to be much sought after as a con- 
fidant and adviser of those in high places as 
well as those in the more lowly walks of life. 


Mr. Penzotti’s Family 


Reference has been made in the preceding 
article to Mr. Penzotti’s marriage in his early 
youth. He himself was an Italian Swiss. The 
young lady whom he married was born in 
Spain. They met in South America. 

Their first child is Adela—Mrs. Romulo 
Williams. Mr. and Mrs. Williams have eight 
children; three of whom are married, and they 
have five children. The oldest son, Paul, who 
is his father’s successor, married Clara K. Kil- 
dare, and they have three daughters. The 
second daughter is Cecilia, who married James 
Miller. The second son is Peter, who is mar- 
ried and has an adopted boy. The third son is 
Henry, who is married and has two children. 
The fourth son, Daniel, is married and also has 
two children. The third daughter, Mary, mar- 
ried Jerry Obrian, and they have two children. 
The youngest son, Richard, is married and has 
two children. 

The whole family consists of eight sons and 
daughters, with their husbands or wives mak- 
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‘ng sixteen. There are twenty grandchildren 
and three husbands, making twenty-three ; and 
five great-grandchildren,—or forty-four in all. 
This interesting family, some of whose mem- 
bers are holding positions of honor in the 
United States, while others are guiding affairs 
of consequence in South America, illustrates 
the Scriptural saying—“many to rise up and 
call him blessed’’—has been fulfilled in the life 
of Mr. Penzotti. 

Since the above article was prepared for 
print a letter to Secretary Haven from the 
Rev. Paul Penzotti gives the following details 
of his father’s last illness and death: 


This is to confirm my cable to you, of the 24th inst., 
by which I informed you of my father’s death. He 
was taken very sick with pneumonia, on the 15th, 
and, after suffering terribly for eleven days, passed 
away on Friday, the 24th, at 5:45 p. m. He was under 
the influence of morphine during the last two days, 
in order to be relieved of the terrible pains. He 
knew the end was near and told the doctor that he 
was ready and did not want him to take any trouble 
with him; in fact, he said he wanted to go and rest. 
His last words to me were: “It is a fine thing to 
serve the Lord.” Then he closed his eyes for a few 
seconds, and with a smile in his face, said: “It is 
beautiful_—it is beautiful . .” We had long 
conversations together, during his last sickness, and 
he expressed his gratitude to the American Bible 
Society, and to you specially, for all your kindness to 
him. 

Mother is very sick in bed; in fact she has been in 
bed for several weeks. She has stood the test splen- 
didly. Her example has been an inspiration to us 
alll 


Comments on the Congress on Christian Work 


in South America 
Held at Montevideo, March 27-April 8, 1925 


HIS congress, the second of its kind to 
convene in Latin America,—the first 
having been held at Panama in 1916,— 
was attended by 165 regular delegates, 19 fra- 
ternal delegates, 10 invited guests, and 121 visi- 
fors,—a total of 315. In addition, there were 
visitors from the city present at practically 
every session and at the public meetings. 

The delegates included members of 13 
evangelical denominations and represented all 
of the ten South American republics, one Cen- 
tral American republic, the United States, 
Canada, and five European countries. 

Bishop William F, Oldham, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, made the inaugural address ; 
and the Rev. Erasmo Braga, a native Brazilian, 
was elected president of the congress. 

The American Bible Society was ably rep- 


resented by the following members of its Latin 
America staff: Rev. Francis G. Penzotti, of 
Buenos Aires, an account of whose death on 
July 24 appears in this number of the Recorp; 
the Rev. Paul Penzotti, Secretary of the La 
Plata Agency, and his assistant, Mr. R. L. 
Chapt Dr cand Mrs. DaGelucker, ‘oruthe 
Brazil Agency, and Dr. Tucker’s assistant, the 
Rev. E. Moura; Rev. and Mrs. W. F. Jordan, 
of the Upper Andes Agency. 

It was the purpose of the congress that every 
opportunity possible should be afforded na- 
tionals to give full and frank expression to 
their views, convictions, and recommendations 
regarding policies of the work throughout the 
continent. 

The work and importance of the Bible 
Societies received careful consideration at the 
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congress itself and at the regional conferences 
which preceded and followed it. Appreciation 
of the Bible work was expressed by mission- 
aries and national workers, lay and ministerial. 
The regional conferences recommended that all 
pastors endeavor to have supplies of Scriptures 
on hand, to meet the needs of the people. 

Addresses and information emphasized the 
function of the Bible as an indispensable factor 
in missionary work. Several workers stated 
that many of the evangelical congregations 
throughout South America originated with the 
reading of the Scriptures by an individual or 
a small group of interested persons gathered 
around a Bible. 

In the findings on literature the congress 
adopted the following: 

“This Congress is convinced by the results 
of wide experience that the Bible exercises an 
important function as a fac- 
tor of evangelization in re- 
gions not yet occupied by 
organized groups of Chris- 
tians. 4 

“This Congress would 
call the attention of the 
Bible Societies to the fact 
that, in view of the rates of 
exchange in South America, 
it is desirable that the prices 
of the Scriptures should be 
increased in a way to come 
as near as possible to the 
cost of production and dis- 
tribution. 

“Tn view of the confusion 
caused in the circulation of 
different versions of the 
Bible in Spanish and Por- 
tuguese, this Congress rec- 
ommends to the Bible Societies the desirability 
of circulating in a given region only one version. 
We recommend also to the Bible Societies that 
they consult national experts (scholars) of 
Latin America regarding the practical wisdom 
of a revision and modification of translations 
in actual use, with a view to securing this 
result.” 

During the sessions of the congress the rep- 
resentatives of the American Bible Society and 
the British and Foreign Bible Society had fre- 
quent conferences together, 

Dr. H. C. Tucker, Secretary of the Brazil 
Agency of the American Bible Society, who 
had been in the United States on furlough, 
returned to Rio de Janeiro with a party of 
delegates, sailing from New York February 
28. He was chairman of the regional confer- 
ence at Rio de Janeiro preceding the congress 
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at Montevideo, and had the privilege of re- 
ceiving many of the delegates at the Bible 
Society headquarters in that city. 

Following the congress at Montevideo, 
regional conferences were held at Buenos Aires 
and Santiago. Of his observations at these 
regional conferences Dr. Tucker says: 

“In these conferences there were frequent 
repetitions of the opinions expressed at Monte- 
video as regards the place of the Bible and the 
work of the Bible Societies in the evangelical 
movement on the South American Continent. 
I had the pleasure of visiting the headquarters 
of the American Bible Society in Buenos Aires, 
and enjoyed conference and fellowship with our 
Agency Secretary, the Rev. Paul Penzotti, and 
several of his helpers. I was deeply impressed 
with what I learned in Chili of the situation 
there and the desire upon the part of the 
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Christian workers to have Scripture distribu- 
tion largely increased throughout the republic.” 
Returning to Rio de Janeiro from Chili, Dr. 
Tucker entered Brazil at the extreme southern 
boundary from the Argentine and Uruguay Re- 
publics. This gave him ample opportunity for 
visiting a number of centers and missionary 
stations in the states of Rio Grande do Sul, 
Santa Catarina, Parana, Sao Paulo, and Rio 
de Janeiro, Of this journey he says: 
“Everywhere along the way in conversation 
with missionaries and nationals I was again 
deeply impressed with the growing demand for 


the Scriptures, and the purpose of all as oppor- 
tunity afforded to take a more active interest in 


placing the Scriptures in the hands of the 
people. Large numbers of immigrants from 
European and other countries are constantly 
coming into the above-mentioned states and 
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furnish an important element demanding the 
consideration of the colporteurs and Christian 
workers interested in supplying the Scriptures 
to every individual in his mother tongue.” 

Delegates to the congress were urged to 1m- 
press upon rising young churches on the field 
their responsibility to contribute more gener- 
ously and systematically to the support of the 
Bible work, and to see that the home churches 
are brought to a clearer realization of the in- 
dispensable work the Bible Societies are doing 
for their missions. 

The Rev. Paul Penzotti, Secretary of the 
La Plata Agency of the American Bible 
Society, writing to the General Secretaries at 
New York, says: “I understand that Dr. 
Tucker will report at length; so will not say 
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much. There were about two hundred present ; 
the meetings were well attended. Our work 
was commended by all the delegates. It was 
very pleasant to meet all the Secretaries of our 
Society, and they all did well. Father was able 
to go also, as well as Mr. Chaplin, my assistant. 
I left before the Congress was over, as I had 
to attend another congress at a place called 
Tandil, in the south of this state.” 

The Rev. W. F. Jordan, Secretary of the 
Upper Andes Agency of the American Bible 
Society, says: “We had a good time at the 
congress. There was a remarkably fine spirit 
throughout the sessions, and I have seen no 
one who did not think, even before we came to 
the closing address by Bishop McConnell, that 
it was abundantly worth while.” 


Colporteurs’ Institute in Mexico

HE Mexico Agency has held its second 
institute for colporteurs. These have 
been largely in the nature of experiments; but 
we feel sure there are great possibilities in such 
a plan, and we intend to improve year by year 
until we find a better way. As new workers 
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are added out on the field, it comes about that 
the Secretary and his office staff only know the 
colporteurs by correspondence, and also the 
colporteurs do not know each other; and so 
we have found that four days in the year for 
study, for practice work and getting to know 
each other, is doing us all a great deal of good. 
The National Sunday-school Convention in 


Mexico is an event of considerable importance 
in the growing strength of evangelical life, and 
in the development of a truer co-operation and 
interdenominational harmony. The convention 
is held in one of the larger cities in the month 
of July, and there are many advantages in re- 
lating the colporteurs’ 
institute with that gath- 
ering; and so, when the 
date for the opening is 
set, the institute is 
scheduled for the four 
days preceding. As a 
very important part of 
the institute is a thor- 
ough canvass of the city 
for sale of Bibles and 
portions, the convention 
is well advertised and 
our isolated Bible sales- 
men get the blessing 
and benefits of an en- 


thusiastic convention 
after the institute is 
over. 


In the 1925 conven- 
tion a new feature was 
introduced, viz. an 
“upper room” for prayer. Some difficult ques- 
tions on unity were to be discussed, and the 
president of the convention wanted a spirit of 
devotion to prevail. The reputation of our col- 
porteurs was such that they were asked to take 
charge of all the quiet services in the “upper 
room.” 

Fach day of the institute is divided into three 
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sections. The morning is taken up for devo- 
tional service, lectures or instruction, and giving 
the men full liberty for the exchange of ideas 
or plans of work. In the last institute I had 
four periods in a normal class on telling Bible 
stories; my assistant, Sr. Marroquin, had a 
series of lectures on methods. Some of the 
pastors gave very good lectures on Bible 
themes; and some of the papers prepared by 
the colporteurs were of real and lasting value. 
The afternoon is given to practical work on the 
streets and in the markets and homes of the 
city. To our second institute came five young 
fellows from far-distant places for the sole pur- 
pose of learning how to do the work. These 


men were sent by missionaries and pastors, and, 
as they went out every afternoon with well- 
drilled colporteurs, the results were better than 
any amount of theoretical instruction. Each 
evening there is a popular meeting in the local 
church, and the congregation gets a vivid 
realization of what the Bible Society is doing; 
and they get it from the lips of those who are 
tramping miles to isolated places and facing 
persecution in order to scatter the seed of the 
Word and enlighten the people of the land. 
This plan may not be practicable in all the 
Agencies of the American Bible Society, but 
we feel it is going to bring us a yearly bless- 
ing in Mexico.

In New York State

NE of the most beautiful parts of New 

York State is the Adirondack Mountains, 
visited annually by thousands of tourists from 
all parts of the country. In the mountains are 
a large number of towns and villages, and it 
has been our privilege to visit these from time 
to time, taking with us quantities of the Scrip- 
tures of the American Bible Society. 

When leaving the main highways, accommo- 
dations are limited; but we have solved this 
difficulty by attaching to our car a “camp 
trailer,” which enables us to live in any place

where a suitable spot can be found. This is 
not difficult, as most any farmer will allow 
you to use one of his fields, particularly if he 
knows the nature of the work in which you are 
engaged. In the summertime I am usually ac- 
companied by my wife, who is in charge of the 
culinary Hees 

One of the districts in which we have been 
working is a mining district, and we have 


worked among these people, visiting them from 
house to house. In spite of the fact that the 
Bible can now be purchased for as low as 46 
cents, many of the homes visited are without a 
copy of the Scriptures. It is sometimes difficult 
to tell them of the absolute necessity of keeping 
a copy of “God’s Word” in the home; in some 
cases where they will not buy, a Gospel has 
been offered, and seldom have these been re- 
fused. However, we believe that, in most cases, 
it is best for them to pay a small sum, as we 
find what they pay for they value most. There 
is no better way of placing the Bible in the 
hands of the people than by house-to-house 
work, as people will often pass the Scripture 
by when displayed in a store for sale, but will 
sometimes buy after a personal conversation 
as to the value of the Word of God. 

Another way of reaching the people is by 
open air meetings. We usually commence these 
meetings by the singing of hymns, using a 
portable organ. W hen the people come around 
we preach the gospel to them, and after the 
meetings display the Scriptures for sale at cost 
price. In this way we have sold quantities of 
the Scriptures in the open air. In one village 
a friend bought a number of the Gospels, and 
these were given to the children at the close of 
one of the meetings. We had a very rough 
handling, as the children simply mobbed us in 
order to obtain one of the Gospels. The nights 
following many of them would come to us and 
Save have got John; will you please give me 
Like; aor “T have Matthew, will you please 
give me Mark?”—some of them offering to 
pay for the entire set. 

There are great opportunities in this direc- 
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tion, and the need 
great. 

On the sides of our car are the words: “The 
Only Way Out of the Dark” and “Bible and 
Testaments of the American Bible Society Sold 
at Cost.” They attract great attention in some 
of the small villages. In some of the moun- 
tains are vacant churches without a pastor. We 
have been able to secure some of these for the 
purpose of holding indoor meetings ; and these 
meetings have been well attended and much 
appreciated. On such occasions we put up our 
Bible stall, and make an announcement that 
Scriptures can be secured at the close of the 
meeting. In this way we have disposed of a 
large number of Bibles, Testaments and _ por- 
tions. One of the mountain women expressed 
herself thus, “Thank God that the light was 
brought into our district.” 

Some pastors have opened their churches, 
and in some of these churches we have placed 
God’s Word for the use of the congregation. 

Fairs have also been visited, and in some of 
these we have lived in our trailer, taking the 
message that the Book contains to some of the 
showmen, as well as the regular “Bible stall.” 

One morning, when in Plattsburg Fair, a 
showman came to us and asked us if we heard 
any disturbance through the night. We told 
him that we had slept long and well; he ‘said 
that he had passed an awful night, as three men 
had attempted to steal his car, and that he had 


as the field is unlimited, 
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to fight to resist them. Our car (and it was 
certainly a much better car) was standing close 
to his; but it was untouched, and we were un- 
disturbed. Thus we saw the good hand of God 
protecting us, and the reverence that at least 
some of the men had for the Word of God. 
We distributed a large number of Scriptures 
in this fair. 

We sometimes visit the lumber camps and the 
sawmills, taking the Word of God to these 
needy men. But you say, “Is there not a copy 
of the Scriptures in every home?” We reply: 
“No”; for we are continually meeting people 
in homes of whom we ask, “Have you a copy 
of the Bible in your home?” and who reply, “I 
am sorry to say we have not.”

BrisHop J. W. Roxpinson, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Delhi, India, sends a gra- 
cious and grateful word in the following letter. 
It has long been the practice of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society to give some portion of 
Scriptures to graduates of the high schools and 
colleges in India. Because of other heavy 
drains on their resources, it is becoming not 
easy to do it. The past year our Society has 
rendered the assistance indicated, to some of 
the American missions in that great land: 

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
October 25th, informing me of the generous action 
taken by your committee in assigning $500 to our 
work in India, with which we may purchase gift 
copies of the New Testament to present to high school 
graduates when they come out of school. 

Our India schools close in May, so we will have 
plenty of time in which to make our selection of can- 
didates, get our presentation cards printed, and do 
such other things as will make the gifts more accept- 
able and impressive to the graduates who receive them. 

In due time I will give you full information of 
what we did, and an accounting for the money such 
as you will naturally want to report to your com- 
mittee. I want to assure you, Dr. Haven, that we 
tremendously appreciate this further act of generosity 
and co-operation on behalf of the American Bible 
Society, and along with the gratitude is a tinge of 
pride that our great home organization is so willing 
to co-operate in ways that are acceptable to the sister 
Society that supplies us with Scriptures and portions 
in this land. 


Ir was a pleasure to receive a call from the 
representative of the general manager of the 
Lloyd Sabaudo Line, and sell to him three 
English Bibles and nine copies of the Psalms, 
in morocco binding, for the libraries of the 
steamships “Conte Rosso,” “Conte Verde,” and 
“Conte Biancamano.” The officers of the So- 
ciety took the opportunity to present similar 
Bibles and copies of the Psalms, with the names 
of these fine steamships embossed on them, 
from the Society.

A LETTER from H. N. Auler, San Pedro 


Sula, Honduras, contained the following: 

You will be interested to know that the Gospels in 
the Carib language, about which I wrote you last 
November, have been received from the British So- 
ciety, and a few have already been used. Some were 
sent to the island of Roatan, where there are several 
groups of Caribs. Lately two Carib women came to 
the house to sell fish, and I asked them if they could 
read Spanish or Carib. One said, ‘““My husband reads 
Carib”; ‘and she took the Gospel with a look of de- 
light. The Caribs who come to San Pedro Sula to 
sell are from a large Carib village on the coast, some 
forty-five miles away, where I soon expect to visit 
all the homes. We are happy to be able to give them 
the Word of Life.” 


From Uruguay, South America, through 
A. E. White, has come another illustration of 
the power of the Word. We repeat the inci- 
dent as given in the Record of Christian Work, 
for May, 1925: 

One evening, at our usual prayer meeting, a strange 
young man entered. He stayed until the meeting 
ended, and we then made inquiries as to who he was 
and from whence he came. He told us that he had to 
come to Montevideo and had been searching for some 
place where the gospel was preached. He said that 
back at his home he was one day walking by a stream, 
when he saw a book lying in the water. He fished 
it out, and it proved to be “Selected Portions from the 
Word of God,” published by the Bible House of Los 
Angeles. He took the book home, dried it, and read 
it. He then wrote to an address given in it for more 
literature of the same kind, and an “Underscored 
Spanish Testament” and some tracts were sent to him. 
His coming into our prayer meeting is the sequel. 
By conversations we had with him, it is evident that 
a work of grace had been done in his heart, and it 
appears as if the Lord has saved his precious soul 
just by reading the Scriptures which fell into his 
hands in the way I have described. 


INTERESTING things continually happen in 
connection with our annuitants’ correspond- 
ence. A long-time and generous friend re- 
cently put a considerable sum in our charge 
under this arrangement, naming a_ faithful 
servant as the second annuitant.

Waite longer than most of the letters we re- 
ceive or quote, the following epistle touches 
suggestively on an interesting variety of topics. 

Brookline, 

Thank you for your letter of the 29th ult., duly re- 


ceived, and also for the two copies of the BrsLte So- 
ciety Recorp, which came yesterday. 


When I wrote that little word about Gen. Feng, 
only expressing the thought which was in my mind, it 
was not with any expectation of your following it up 
in any way. The information is of interest, as the 
Recorp always is. It comes regularly to my Maine 
address, where I am for half the year; and there I 
share it with a friend (who is always interested in 
it); and then it is passed on to the Public Library 
(Kennebunk Port) for its reading room. When I[ 
came away this time for the winter, I left it for my 
friend to read and so pass on. The September number 
I recall, on seeing it again; but not having heard, at 
that time, the wonderful story of the Christian general 
and his army, I had not remembered. 


One picture in connection with that article made me 
wish that, along with the great work of carrying the 
Good News, there might also go the needed teaching 
(both by precept and by practice) of kindness and 
mercy to the dumb (and helpless) helpers in the work. 
To that, I suppose, their attention has not yet been 
called; as mercy and compassion come with the new 
Light. The poor beastie illustrated is being unneces- 
sarily overburdened by his human comrades in addi- 
tion to his heavy load, and with evidently a foot that 
hurts. And the front cover picture of the January 
number brings similar suggestions. 


In my own mission work among the Dakota 
(Sioux) Indians, I saw such distressing need of teach- 
ing mercy to the helpless and oppressed dumb crea- 
tures, as a part of the gospel message, that it entered 
largely into my work during the first few years—and 
with most encouraging results. Before I left the 
Reservation, I had the great satisfaction of seeing less 
cruelty than I see sometimes on the streets of Boston 
or New York. 

In one of my little Santee (Nebraska) papers, re- 
cently, | read something which so impressed me, that 
my first impulse was to send it on to you; and then, 
at the close, I found it was taken from the BisLte So- 
ciety Recorp! The work of the Society seems as alert 
as it is deep, and strong, and far-reaching, And for 
what I have seen myself, I have always been thank- 
ful that we had the whole Bible in the Dakota lan- 
guage for our Indians. Without it, we could have done 
little in comparison, its value was beyond words. For 
that faithful pioneer missionary, Dr. Stephen R. Riggs, 
and his equally zealous and faithful co-worker and 
friend, Dr. Williamson, we (and the Dakota Indians) 
may well thank God, for reducing their language to a 
written one; and then translating the whole Bible into 
it from the original. And now, even to the fourth gen- 
eration, the name of Riggs is identified with the In- 
dian work. At the Santee Normal Training School, 
the Bible course is given a prominent place, as is also 
the Bible correspondence course in fitting Indian young 
men and women to go out and help their people. In 
all this, as I have seen the results, we may be thankful 
for the American Bible Society and its strong founda- 
tion work, Please excuse this long letter.

I have a little story to relate, which I feel sure will 
interest you. I gave all the Testaments you sent me to 
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the Sunday-school scholars for regular attendance, 
and most of the Bibles to those who were not able 
to buy. This spring, a revival was held at Lovelace 
Church, some two and a half miles from this school, 
and as far as three and four miles from the homes of 
our folk; but many of them attended. There were 
some twenty-five additions to the church.

Many of these were members 
of our little Sunday school, young men, boys, young 
ladies, girls, and one old lady sixty years old, to 
whom I had given a Bible, and who had been a 
member of the Class I taught.

I am 
almost seventy-three now.

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Mission Boards on the Situation in China 


HE Bisre Society Recorp is happy to 

give space for the following important 
statement regarding the situation in China. 
This statement was issued by the Committee of 
Reference and Counsel of the Foreign Mis- 
sions Conference of North America, 25 Madi- 
son Avenue, New York City. It is signed by 
the secretaries of the boards and societies com- 
posing this committee: 

The .newspapers of July 2 carried the announce- 
ment that the Government of the United States is 
prepared to meet with other Powers in conference 
in regard to carrying out the provisions of the treaties 
and the accompanying resolutions relating to China, 
which were adopted by the Washington Conference 
on Limitaticn of Armament, in 1921-22. 

Secretary Kellogg’s announcement has been received 
with profound satisfaction by officers, members and 
supporters of the boards and societies interested in, 
and co-operating with, the Christian Movement in 
China. We hope that the suggestion of the Govern- 
ment of the United States will be acted on favorably 
by the other Powers signatory to the Washington 
treaties. The representatives of the signatory Powers 
were agreed, when they met, in Washington, that it 
was desirable “to safeguard the rights and interests 
of China”; and to this end the treaties relating to 
China were concluded and the accompanying resolu- 
ticns adopted. 

Information reaching us from China through 
trustworthy sources, indicates that the prolonged delay 
in bringing about the arrangements for the relief of 
China contemplated in the Washington treaties and 
resolutions has created serious misunderstandings on 
the part of the Chinese people. 

At this distance from China we are not competent 
to form an opinion as to the responsibility of those 
involved in the reported local disturbances; but we 
record our conviction that a permanent settlement of 
the difficulties existing in China will be effected, not 


Sir William M. Ramsay on the 
New Testament 


HIS eminent authority on archaeology, in 

a letter to the National Union for Bible 
Testimony, in connection with a meeting at 
Albert Hall, London, wrote: “The longer I 
study the New Testament, the more convinced 
I become of its absolute trustworthiness; and 
also of the care and the faithful study which 
ought to be given to the reading of it. The 
books of which it is composed are so wonder- 
fully true to the surroundings and the life and 
spirit of the time. We who live far away ina 
different age, accustomed to a different spirit 
and different way of looking at life, thinking 
and speakine of the world differently, find it 
hard to realize the full meaning of the words. 
The disciptes who had been with Jesus often 
perceived in later life that they had not rightly 
understood what he said to them; yet they 


by the use of (or, by the show of) force, but by 
friendly conference between those concerned. 

While believing that China’s greatest and most difi- 
cult problems are within herself, and that their solu- 
tion involves the establishment of stable and just gov- 
ernment, the realization of national unity, and the 
adoption and enforcement of enlightened laws, we 
believe justice to China demands the readjustment of 
the treaty relations between China and other nations 
as suggested at the Washington Conference; and that, 
until these treaties are readjusted, there will inevitably 
continue to be misunderstandings between China and 
other nations. We identify ourselves with those who 
are endeavoring to secure justice for China in all her 
relations with the other nations, because it is the 
simple and inalienable right of China.

Bible House Meetings in Former 
Days 
R. ROLAND COTTON SMITH, in an 


address given at the fiftieth anniversary 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, related 
the following interesting facts regarding meet- 
ings which in days gone by were held in the 
corner room on Fourth Avenue and Ninth 
street : 


The Founders came from their parish churches, 
where they had preached the day before in a black 
gown and “bands,” with a quartette choir in the gal- 
lery. And the church people who had listened to 
them on Sunday also came to No. 2 Bible House on 
Monday—ostensibly to buy books, but really to hear 
the lions roar. After they had looked over the books, 
the Founders would pay their respects to Dr. Dyer, 
the unthroned bishop of the church, wise with a 
shrewd philosophy and endowed with an uncommon 
common sense. And then by some chance remark 
they would begin to talk, and then to differ, and then 
they were off on the great debates, and the lions 
began a roar, spontaneous, real, vital. The clash of 
mind against mind followed, the clash of intense 
opinion against intense opinion—smoke—and then 
fire. Blow upon blow, as if what God had given each 
man to see was of infinite importance, and as if they 
thought the fate of the universe was hanging in the 
balance. The fate of the church did hang upon the 
outcome of these spontaneous debates; and if the fate 
of the church, then the fate of the family, the state, 
and the world, and if you will, the universe. The 
debate might start anywhere, but all roads led at that 
time to the fact that Bishop Cummins was about to 
leave the church because of his views on baptismal 
regeneration. And the question was whether men who 
agreed in the main with the bishop would have to go 
out of the church with him. From these debates 
came this vital conclusion, that men who agreed with 
Bishop Cummins could still conscientiously stay within 
the church which they loved, and those spontaneous, 
real debates at No. 2 Bible House saved the church 
from a great schism. 

Then the informal meeting without any motion to 
adjourn broke up, and as these men, after a hot 
debate, walked home arm in arm, they answered the 
question of the prophet Amos: “Can two walk together 
except they be agreed?” and the answer was— 
they can. And the thoughts of the church people as 
they went to their several homes answered the second 
question of the prophet Amos: “Will lions roar in 
the forest when they have no prey?” and the answer 
was—they will—From the Methodist Quarterly Re- 
view, July, 1925. :
